Some rather sensationa’ testimony 
concerning the effeet of the car ‘short- 


‘}age last year was given to the coal 


commission at C eman Monday when 
H. N. Gale, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Internationa! 
Coal & Coke company stated that 
during 1906 the car shortage resulted 
in loss of wages to the miners amount- 
ing to the large total of $109,000. 

The commission finished in Frank 
Tharsday and Friday and opened in 
Coleman Monday. The taking of 
testimony wns completed Tuesday 
aftetnoog and the members of the 
cominission left in’ the evening for 
Banffwhere Bankhead and Canmore 
will be heard, completing ‘the work 
of the commission. 

At the morning session of Thure- 
day Alex McLeod and H. G. Cooper of 
Lille testified. A synopsis: of their 
testimony wasto the effect that the
